New Treatment for Drug Addicts 
Reported to Medical Association 


Latest Cure, Described as Very Rapid, Produces Forget- 
fulness and Washes Out All Recollection 
What Happens to Patient.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 13. 
/P)—A new, painless treatment for 

rug addicts, which produces forget- 

fulness of the misery of swearing off, 
Was reported to the American Med- 
ical Association today. 

More than half the cases tried have 
been cured, all of them rapidly, sim- 
ply and without signs of any dan- 
gerous complications. : 

The treatment was described by 
Theophil Klingman, M. D. and Wil- 
liam H. Everts, M. D., of Ann Arbor, 
They use t.vo drugs, hyoscine and pilo- 
carpine, both préviously known to the 
medical profession as useful against 
the morphine habit. 

The Ann Arbor physicians get their 
results from a different method than 
previously used of administering these 
anti-habit antidotes. Bot. are given 
iby hypodermic needle. 

The narcitic sufferer first receives 
a hypodermic of hyoscine, which is 
one of the derivaties of belladonna. 
It has a hypnotic effect, putting the 
patient in a mild delirium or dream- 
ing state. 

But it also washes out of his mem- 
ory all recollection of what happens 
while he is under its spell. 

The pilocarpine is given after the 


being told what is happening and that 
he is likely to get mn i 

Fifty seven addicts, 50 of them 
severe, were treated. Thirty-one are 
knawn to be cured; seven relapsed aft- 
er bei@g free for 3 to 10 months. Nine- 
teen could not be fouad to learn the 
results. 

The group included 18 women, 12 
of them school teachers.

TOLD IN CONFESSION 


Shirley Deposition, Read at 
Morris Trial, Says He Was 
Promised $5,000. 


The confession of J. R. “Red” Shir- 
ley, minor Atlanta racketeer, as to 
how he set fire to the $50,000 man- 
sion of L. M. Morris in Druid Hills 
so that Morris could collect the in- 
surance, was read here yesterday to 
a jury in federal district court, where 
three fire insurance companies are 
seeking dismissal of the suit of Mr. 
and Mrs. Morris to collect $32,500 in- 


surance, 

Shirley was not. present at the trial, 
inasmuch as on June 10 he was sen- 
tenced by Judge Jesse Wood in’ mu- 
nicipal court to serve two 12-month 
chain gang sentences for malicious 
mischief and violation of the state 
prohibition law. 

The. Morris home was burned to 
the ground August 7, 1932. Several 
weeks later Shirley confessed that he 
set fire to the dwelling at the request 
of Morris upon promise of a $5,000 
fee. He actually received $25, accord- 
ing to his confession. Both Morris 
and Shirley were indicted by the De- 
Kalb county grand jury. The case 
against the former was nolle-prossed, 
while that of Shirley was removed 
from the calendar and he has never 
been brought to trial. He has been 
at liberty under $1,000 bond. 


Fortfeiture Claimed. 

Attorneys representing the Mer- 
cuants Insurance Company, the Fire- 
man’s Fund Insurance Company and 
the New Brunswick Fire Insurance 
Company, in which the Morris family 
held $32,500 insurance, charge that 
Mrs. Morris refused to answer ques- 
tions at a hearing December 2, 1932, 
as required by the various policies and 
that in consequence she has forfeited 
any right to sue to collect the insur- 
ance, 

The court hearing yesterday, before 
Federal Judge E. Marvin Underwoed, 
is to determine whether Mrs. Morris 
did forfeit the right to sue. If the 
judge rules in her favor a_ second 
trial will be held immediately to de- 
termine whether arson entered into 
the fire and whether the Morris fam- 
ily is entitled to collect the insur- 
ance, 

Mr. and Mrs. Morris incorporated 
their holdings into the Lilgeomofit 
Corporation, which held title to the 
Druid Hills mansion, located at 2139 
East Lake drive, and its furnishings. 
Defense attorneys claim that inas- 
much as all the stock in the corpora- 
tion was held by Mrs. Morris that 
even if her husband had conspired to 
burn the dwelling, the insurance com- 
panies would still be obligated to pay. 
The defense also contends that Shir- 
ley, a former tenant of Morris, bore 
a grudge against his former landlord 
and for that reason told the story of 
setting fire to the house. 

Outside City Limits. 

The Morris home fire occurred only 
a few days after the Atlanta and De- 
catur fire departments had announced 
that they would respond to no alarms 
outside their respective city limite. 
The Morris home was outside both 
cities. Members of the family were 
in Florida at the time of the con- 
| flagration.

PROBE OF GEN. FOULOIS 
IS REPORTED 10 DERN 


No Action Will Be Taken on 
Air Corps Chief Until 
Next Week. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—(4)— 
After an extended investigation cov- 
ering every aspect of the case, Major 
General John F. Preston, inspector 
general of the army, today submitted 
to Secretary Dern his recommenda- 
tions concerning what, if any, action 
should be taken against Major Gen- 
eral Benjamin D. Foulois, chief of the 
air corps. 

The report was made as a result of 
charges preferred against Foulois by 
the house military affairs committee, 
coupled with a demand that he be 
removed as chief of air corps. 

Secretary Dern has _ indicated he 
will not take any action until some 
time next week, when he may either 
submit recommendations to President 
Roosevelt for final action, or if Fou- 
lois is exonerated, drop the charges 
against him 

Foulois was charged by the house 
committee with having illegally pur- 
chased airplanes by negotiated con- 
tract instead of competitive bidding, 
with having given misleading testi- 
mony’ before the committee, and with 
having given the Postoffice Depart- 
ment erroneous advice and informa- 
tion concerning the capabilities of the 
air corps in carrying the air mail 
when commercial contracts were can- 
celled. 

Dern rejected the committee’s per- 
emptory demand that Foulois be oust- 
ed, asserting the flying general had 
not had an opportunity to defénd him- 
self, and ordered the investigation by 
the inspector general.

The other 10 dams create perma- 
ment lakes and this land has been 
bought outright. When once complet- 
ed, the site will be beautified and 
made ‘recreational centers. 

Work on five of the dams has been 
started. All are being built by pri- 
yate contractors, but workers are fur- 
fished through government employ- 
jment offices. Approximately 1,800 
persons have hen employed to date.

Knows China Better Than Natives 


Maj. Gen. Doihara Really Man Behind the Guns in Tokyo’s 
Annexation of Manchukuo and 
Present Campaign. 


Editor's Note: The romantic career of 

ajor General Kenji Deihara, Japan's 
“Lawrence of Manchuria,’’ who has 
played a leading role in the extension 
of Japan’s domination iato north China 
this week, is described by Miles W.

NEW YORK, June 13.—(UP)— 
Extension of Japanese domination 
over the Peiping-Tientsin district of 
north China may be set dowa as an- 
other victory for Major General Kenji 
Doihara, 52, Japan's shrewd little 
“Lawrence of Manchuria.” 


Doihara, as much as any other mau, 
may claim credit for creation of the 
huge independent empire of Manchu- 
kuo and for the program which calls 
for extension of Japanese influence 
into north central Asia and defeat of 
the Russian bear in Mongolia. 

An expert on Manchurian affairs, 
probably the foremost in the world, 
Doihara has devoted his life to curb- 
ing the forces of Chinese intrigue or 
diverting them into channels which 
would be useful to his homeland. 

I first met the general, then a ina- 
jor, ten years ago. Even then he was 
high in the intelligence service of the 
Kwantung army, as Japan’s forces in 
Manchuria are called, and was cred- 
ited with directing the forces which 
controlled Manchuria’s suave dictator, 
Chang Tso-lin.

The Zuni are noted as pottery mak- 
ers. They are skilled in making clay 
dishes, bowls, pots and jars. 

Among the clan names of the Zuni 
are these: Parrot folk, Corn folk, 
Crane folk, Yellow-wood folk, Coyote 
folk, Badger folk, and Eagle folk. 

Both men and wonten among the 
Zuni work in building houses, but the 
pottery is made by women and chil- 
dren, not by men. Zuni women are 
expert in carrying jars of water bal- 
anced on their heads.

Wheat fell to nearly 
22 cents below high points reached 
in April when drouth and inflation 
talk were a stimulus to buyers. Par- 
ticular heed today was given to dis- 
patches saying harvesting operations 
near Kiowa.
